The Laws which we are 
to obey, are found in the inſpir d Writings of the 
Prophets and Apoſtles, the Epitome of which he 
has given us in this Word Love, as it refers to God 
primarily, and to Man for his ſake, Matt. xxii. 37. 
And the Apoſtle has ſumm'd it up in very few 
Words, Tit. ii. 14. We ſhould live ſoberly, righteouſly, 
and godly, in this pres World. And this we muſt 
do, 3 having a due Regard to that Temper of 
Mind which was in him, and the Pattern he ſet us. 
And if like him we go about doing Good for God's 
ſake, our Obedience 1s — . and our Loyal- 
ty indiſputable. And though we can do but little 
to promote his Intereſt, Wwe ſhall be accepted,

o not break the wholſome Laws of the Realm; if 
they reſpect his Majeſty's Perſon, and wiſh and 
pray for his Proſperity, and Continuance of the 
Crown in his Family; they are good Subjects, * 
and ſhall be ſure of his Protection, though the 1. 
can ſerve him neither in Camp nor Court. So all 9 
ſincereChriſtians, though not qualify'd for public of 
Uſefulneſs, are accepted of Chriſt, if they love his 
Perſon, reverence his Word, obey his Laws, eſpe- 
cially that great one of keeping his Peace; if they 
"dk away his Cauſe, and _— his Intereſt as they 
ave Ability and Call, they ſhall be own'd as 
loyal Subjects, made welcome at the Table _ | 
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the King firs now, and ſurely be with him where he is, 
and behold his Glory hereafter.* Their Eyes ſhall behold 
the King in his Beauty : They ſhall behold the Land that is 

very far of, Iſa. 33. 17. : 

. IF we are thus loyal to this truly beſt of Kings, 
we ſhall be concern d for his Honour; and it will 
give us a real and ſenſible Uneaſineſs, to ſee him 
vilify'd and affronted by wretched Miſcreants: 
We ſhall not only abhor the open Rebellion of 
thoſe who will not have this Man to reign over them, 
and ſay, Can this Man ſaveus? but ſhall have our 
Spirit ſtirred, when we ſee Men at the ſame time 
worſhip him, and inſult him. Thus the profane 
Profeſſors of Chriſtianity do! They act over the 
Part of thoſe, who at his Crucifixion bowed the Knee 
before him, and mocked him, ſaying, Hail! King of the 
Fews.F We ſhall deteſt thoſe raytors, who eat his 
Bread, and lift up the Heel againſt him: And grieve, 
that among his real Friends the Love of many waxeth 
cold; and that there are ſo few that dare own him 
before an adulterous and 88 Generation, 
No good Subject will hear his Prince ill treated 
and reflected on, without reſenting it. And no 
good Chriſtian can be eaſy under the Blaſphemies 
which are ſo openly thrown out againſt the King of 
Heaven: For the open Affronts put upon him, 
and impudent Violations of his Authority, a good 
Man's Soul will monrn ſecretly; yea, he will /ftand 
up for the Lord againſt the Mighty, and, in the moſt 
effectual manner he can, bid thoſe God ſpeed, who 
regularly ſet themſelves to put open Profaneneſs 
and Immorality to Shame. And as the odious 
Name of Informer will not make him afraid of

To ſecure a 
temporal Intereſt, we can repeat, as often as Au- 
thority calls us, our Oaths to an earthly Prince, 
(and herein do we well, it is a lawful Command, 
and is given, no doubt, upon wiſe Reaſons ;) and 
is it not a Shame, that when we are call'd to re- 
cognize our Heavenly King, we ſhould begin to 
make Excuſes? Should we not be fond of an 
ortunity of making the moſt publick Acknow- 
edgment of the glorious Jeſus ? Are we aſham'd 
of his Croſs, when we ſhould rather glory in it? 
And are we aſhatn'd of his Crown too? Or Mall we, 
do we think, repent our Forwardneſs to own him 
before Men when we ſhall ſee him come in his ows 
Glory, and the Glory of his Holy Angels? Or are 
our Hearts ſo fix d, and we in ſo ſecure Poſſeſſion 
of them, as to need no ſuch Methods to preſerve 
them inviolable in their Loyalty to the Redeem- 
er?
